A parsonage has been built at Norcatur, the church improved in Topeka, 
the church and parsonage have been improved at Abilene, and the Memorial 
Church in Kansas City, Mo., has held a debt-paying jubilee. May the Lord 
give us more such jubilees. 

STATE OF RELIGION. 

This depends upon our faith: If this be true, intelligent working by love, 
our churches will be as trees planted by the rivers of water, bringing forth fruit 
in season. We note that attendance on the means of grace sustains a good 
average, a few reporting increase. The attendance of non-professors is re- 
ported to be from 10 to 75 per cent. of the congregation, but generally from 
10 to 20 per cent. Attendance at prayer meeting is reported to be from 10 to 
90 per cent. of the Church. There seems to be neglect of family prayer. The 
benevolence of the Church is generally hopeful. Some pastors are worried 
because of small salaries, slowly paid. It is evident that the Church is not in 
its best state. Ta The strong secular current 
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that sweeps and swirls around us, often moving Christians from their anchorage 
in God. 2. The failure of many to properly recognize the divine element in 
the pastoral relation, and hence the yielding of the mastery to the human ele- 
ment, and to worldly views and methods. 3. The neglect of the means and 
method of spiritual growth—the trustful and St of 
the living God. 

of character have evil to 
Zion: Alexander the coppersmith and LDiotrephes, who loveth the pre-emi- 
nence. If these two men, with all their children, were genuinely converted 
to Christ, the Church would have peace in all her borders and be filled with 
the Spirit of God, and there would be no lack in her treasuries. To remedy this 
hurt we need several things, al! of which are within our sphere, for there is no 
lack with God: 1. We need a better knowledge of Christ, our. Saviour and 
Lord. 2. We need more submissive trust to His rule in the Church. 3. We 
need adjustment to longer terms of pastoral service to teach and to train our 
church people in her life and methods. 4. We need greater humility, and 
faithfulness on the part of church officials, that the usually limited salaries be 
promptly paid and the ministry be not crippled in their work and their good 
name, which is their treasure! for Christ and His Church. To rob a faithful 
minister of his good name is the meanest kind of robbery. To subordinate the 
rule of our Lord in the Church to human likes and dislikes and worldly prej- 
udices is disloyalty to our Lord and Hiskingdom. Trustful, humble, patient, 
Puy suffering loyalty to Jesus Christ is the great need of this age. May 

God baptize us all, pastors and people, with His Spirit to fit us for service, 

filling us with His own fullness for us, and the leaf of the Church shall not 
wither, and whatsoever she doeth shal! prosper.

Report of Committee on Endowment of Midland College. . 


Your committee appointed to help secure endowment for Midland College 
would offer the following report 

The committee, realizing that it would be impossible to visit the charges in 
person, planned to reach as many individual members of the charges as pos- 
sible. To this end a circular letter was printed and sent to the pastors asking 
for a list of names of members. It was intended to carry on for a while a 
campaign of education, sending to these people, from time to time, information 
in regard to the college and its needs, and finally asking for a contribution 
toward the endowment of the institution. Fourteen of our pastors responded 
to this request, a few declined to send any names, and the others gave no 


reply. 
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The committee felt that it was not proper to publish and send out printed 
matter to less than half the congregations, and questioned whether it should 
be done until a more general response can be had from our churches. Since 
this work was begun, the Trustees of Midland College have placed a College 
Solicitor in the field to push this work. 

We would offer the following recommendations : 

1. That we rejoice in this advanced step taken by the Trustees in putting 
an agent in the field to look after the interests of our College and Seminary. 

2. That as a Synod we will open our churches to Rev. J. N. Lentz, the 
College Solicitor, and give him what aid we can in the way of securing stu- 
dents and money for the institution. 

3. That a committee be continued by this Synod to co-operate with the 
College Solicitor in this work.

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Report of Committee on Correspondence. 

Your committee has had submitted to it four communications: one from the 
Secretary of the Board of Education, another from the President of the Board 
of Home Missions, a third from the Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, 
and a fourth from the Rev. J. A. Lowe, of Jerico, Mo. 

The letter from the Rev. J. A. Lowe gives information regarding the work 
at Jerico, Mo., which information, while of interest to the brethren, is not of 
such a nature as to call for any action of Synod. The church at that point is 
weak, and there seems to be no hope of their soon being able to support a 
pastor. Brother Lowe, who is principal of the public school at Jerico, has 
been preaching occasionally for these worthy people without charge. 

With regard to the communication from the Board of Education, we recom- 
mend that the Synod pledge anew its interest in and support of this fanda- 
mentally important cause, and that we will make special effort as pastors to 
sustain the Board in meeting the increased demands laid upon its funds by the 
last Genéral Synod. We recommend, also, that our Synodical apportionment 
for this Board be made to conform to the apportionment of the General Synod, 
viz., 15 cents. 

Regarding the letter from the President of the Board of Home Missions, 
your committee recommend that this Synod pledge itself heartily to co-operate 
in every way with the effort of the Board to raise a special Twentieth-cen- 
tury Memorial Fund of $20,000 for Home Missions.“ 

The letter from Rev. George Scholl, D. D., Secretary of the Board of 
Foreign Missions, presents facts regarding our work in India and Africa which 
are full of encouragement. Not for many years has the cause of Foreign 
Missions been so full of promise, and the status of the work as reported to us 
in this letter should move us as a Synod to a deep sense of gratitude to 
Almighty God for His manifest favor upon this branch of the work of our 
church.

Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


There has been substantial progress in the mission churches of our Synod 
during the past year. Three have become self-supporting, viz., Beloit, Bunker 
Hill, and Topeka. Three have reduced the appropriations asked from the 
Board. One has had an increase of appropriation, and a congregation for a 
number of years self-sustaining has secured aid again from the Board. But 
the net gain in reduction is $537.50. 

In harmony with the action of Synod one year ago, the Advisory Board 
inquired more particularly into the request of the Ottawa congregation for a 
division of that charge. The charge was composed of two congregations 
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twenty-five miles apart, one at Ottawa, the other at Garnett. It seemed 
advisable to form two pastorates, with a minister at each place. This plan 
was agreeable to the congregations interested, and was consummated. A pastor 
is now located at each of these points, and the Board of Home Missions have 
made appropriations to both charges. | 

Effingham is being supplied from the Western Theological Seminary. It is 
hoped that this congregation and Valley Falls may again decide upon a pastor 
who shall serve them. 

St. Joseph is arranging to call a minister at the earliest convenient date. 
Efforts are made by this Advisory Board to have vacancies filled as soon as 
possible, and to maintain services during the interim by sending supplies.

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 

Your delegates are pleased to report a full representation, clerical and lay, 
at the General Synod, in session at Vork, Fa., May 25th to June 2d, 1899. 

Since a copy of the proceedings of that convention has been sent to every 
minister, and the press reports, secular and religious, were complete, it will 
not be necessary for us to report at length. 

1. Two years ago your delegation in reporting the Mansfield Convention 
said it was one of the most pleasant, harmonious, and hopeful held for some 
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years.’’ The consensus of opinion was that the York meeting was equally as 
delightful, and augured as well for the future of our church. 

2. The reports of the several Boards were encouraging. The receipts from 
the churches during the biennium showed an increase, and the heavy indebt- 
edness had either been removed or diminished. The work of Zion is expand- 
ing so rapidly that the greatest diligence and utmost aggressiveness are neces- 
sary for us to measure up to our privilege. 

3. It will be pleasing to learn that the Board of Education received due 
consideration. There was no disposition to minify its importance. Liberal 
things were devised for Carthage College, as well as for our beloved Midland 
College and Western Theological Seminary. Through the kindness of Mr. 
George Knollenberg, the German Department of our seminary will come into 
the possession of several thousand dollars.

5. The “‘ Ministerial Acts was before the Synod for final adoption. The 
report submitted by the committee, with a few verbal changes, was unani- 
mously adopted. We suggest that it be recorded as the judgment of this 
Synod that the Common Service Committee should include in the Ministerial 
Acts’’ the Order of Communion published in our Book of Worship. 

6. The Orphans’ Home at Loysville, Pa., was reported to be in a very 
flourishing condition. New buildings, including the Kunkel Memorial 
Nursery and the Memorial Chapel, are in process of construction. The 
Committee on the Establishment of an Orphans’ Home in the West announced 
that a number of offers, more or less indefinite in character, had been received 
for the location of such a home. A committee was continued with power to 
open such an institution during the present biennium. 

7. In response to memorials from a number of Synods, including our Synod 
- of Kansas, the General Synod took the following action with reference to an 
official church paper : 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of this Synod that such a paper is 
desirable. 

Resolved, That a committee of seven be appointed, who shall take up the 
matter for careful consideration, and who shall present to the next General 
Synod a plan for the establishment and management of such a paper. 

8. With a view of securing a bond valid in all the States of the Union, the 
General Synod adopted a “* Treasurer’s Official Bond for the use of District 
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Synods. We suggest the attention of the Trustees of Synod be called to this 
important action. 

g. One of the many delightful features of the sessions was the presence of 
the Rev. Joseph A. Seiss,D. D., LL. D., as fraternal delegate from the 
General Council. It was quite fitting that he who led the Pennsylvania 
Ministerium delegation out of the General Synod at Vork, in 1864, should 
have been selected to bear the fraternal greetings from the General Council to 
the General Synod in session at York, in 1899. The address of Dr. Seiss was 
as felicitous as the Communion Sermon he preached was excellent. 

10. You will be pleased to know that the next convention will be held on 
Western territory. The meeting at Des Moines, lowa, two years hence, will 
prove helpful to our Western work. May we bestir ourselves that our Synod 


may present a highly creditable report at that time.

As you all know, ours is a work of both Home and Foreign Missions. Our 
home work consists of building churches and assisting in the salaries of pastors. 
For a few years no new churches have been built. At the last session of the 
General Convention, however, it was deemed advisable to again take up work 
of this kind. Hence a pledge was made to the people of Grace Church, 
Scranton, Pa., for four thousand dollars to assist in building a new church. 
This is a very worthy object, and it is desired to raise the full amount this 
year. In order to accomplish this, each Synodical Society has been appor-. 
tioned according to its membership, thus equalizing the responsibility. ur 
apportionment is $70. It is needless for me to insist on you to see to it that 
the sum be raised. You know your duty, and have always faithfully per- 
formed it. Let each delegate, as she returns home to her society, report this 
new object, and then set about to raise her share before the close of another 
year. 

Encouraging progress has been made in our foreign fields, India and Africa. 
In India we have six women missionaries. They have charge of the Dispen- 
sary Hospital, Girls’ Boarding School, fourteen Sunday schools, and Zenana 
work. Our Mohammedan Industrial School has for its superintendent Mrs. 
Harpster, wife of Rev. Dr. Harpster. Mrs. L. B. Wolf, also the wife of 
one of our missionaries, is giving assistance in the schools. 

In Africa we have a dormitory for the girls. This school work is under the 
charge of Sister Augusta V. Shaffer and Miss Mary F. Van Leer. By careful 
study of the woman’s department of the M/issionary /Journa/ it is possible for 
each member of the society to be acquainted with the obligations we have 
assumed in our part of the Lord’s vineyard.

Your committee having examined the Minutes of the Baltimore and Hutchin- 
son Conventions, also the President's 2 beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing : 

The Minutes of the General Convention are full of interest to the workers in 
all auxiliary societies, and should be carefully studied. A hasty glance or 
hurried reading will not suffice. The attention is called to a few of the more 
important items. | 

On page 65, the Committee on Corresponding Secretary's Report lament 
the decrease in numbers as reported, and express the belief that this decrease 
comes from incorrect and careless ing on the part of auxiliary Corre- 
sponding Secretaries. | 

The following suggestions of the Ex¢cutive Committee were adopted at 
Baltimore, and hence become the law to al! : 

1. That the Minutes be hereafter sent directly from the Publication House 
to the Synodical Corresponding Secret ries, and be then distributed to the 
auxiliary societies—the expense to be ＋ Synodical Sccieties, 

That Article VI., Section 27, of the Constitution be changed to read as 
follows (see page 67).

The Luther League of Kansas and Kansas Synod met in con- 
vention in St. Mark’s Church, Atchison, Kansas, Rev. L. S.
